Allied Planes 
Hit Big Nippon

“In the harbor a 10,000-ton trans- 
port received three direct hits and 
other vessels were probably dam- 
aged.

CAIRO, June 20.—(BUP) 
—Axis armored forces under 
Col. Gen. Erwin Rommel 
started a thrust toward the 
new British defence line in an

The British tanks ripped into the 
Axis columns and, it was indicat- 
ed, forced them to turn back with- 
out strong resistance after they had 
reached at the nearest a point with- 
in 25 miles of Bardia. 

British mobile columns were 
trying to keep the enemy confined 
to the coasta] road to prevent : 
them from massing forces for a 
threat against the new main de- 
fences on the Egyptian frontier 
line, 

Royal Air Force planes still en- 
joying aerial superiority supported 
the ground forces closely with at- 
tacks on tank and supply columns. 

Dispatches from the front, though 
they indicated that besieged 
Tobruk, 80 miles west of the fron- 
| tier, was under fire by Axis long- 
range guns, said the present situa- 
tion was fluid and there had been 
no big enemy attack against either 
Tobruk or the frontier line. 

Gen. Neil M. Ritchie's 8th army 
was now split into three groups.

British submarines have sunk 
three large Japanese ships in the 
Straits of Malacca, the Admiralty 
announced today. 

The Straits of Malacca separate

U.S. Air Corps 
Ready To Meet 


Alaska Threat '* 


SPOKANE, Wash., June 20.— 

(AP)—Declaring the purpose of 
the Air Force is to keep the war 
from coming to the shores of: 
America, Maj.-Gen. Robert Olds, 
commander of the Second Air 
Force, said the United States “is 
ready to meet anything the Japs 
can throw’ at Alaska, and they 
know it.” He was speaking last 
night to the Pacific Northwest 
Aviation Planning Council, 

(Lt.-Gen. Kenneth Stuart, chief 
of the Canadian general staff, said 
in a statement released at Victoria 
on Wednesday, that R.C. A. F. 
squadrons and anti-aircraft units of 
the Canadian army have been oper- 
ating for some days with the Unit- 
ed States forces in Alaska.) 

“If the air forces do their job 
properly our land forces need never 
meet the enemy on our shores, nor 
need our navy come in contact with 
the enemy,” Gen. Olds added. 


BUILD SUPER-AIRDROMES 

“We already have had fliers here 
from Alaska with Japanese planes 
to their credit, Soon we will be 
flying great quantities'of planes and 
equipment to Alaska. We are al- 
ready flying great quantities there.” 

The commander of the second 
air force, which is charged with 
training all heavy bomber combat 
crews; touched briefly on a huge 
expansion program under the 
bomber training assignment, 

Four huge super-airdromes, each 
with runways 10,000 feet long and 
500 feet wide, will be built to 
handle emergency landings for all 
types of aircraft in the area from 
the Pacific to the Mississippi river 
and from border to border, he said.

Bir Stafford Cripps, government

Cripps pledged Britain to give 
Russia “every help that lies with- 
in our power during the critical 
and anxious months that lie 
ahead.” 

He warned that disappointments 
and reverses are still facing the

MOSCOW, June 20.— (BUP) — 
Germany hurled fresh guns and 
planes into the entire Sevastopol 
area today, ignoring losses as high 


as 60 per cent, in an attempt to 
overwhelm the fortress by the 
first anniversary Monday of Adolf 
Hitler’s “60-day campaign” in 
Russia. 

Special front dispatches reported 
that the entire area was shaking 
under the terrific impact of big gun 
shells and airplane bombs in an 
attack which never ‘ceased day or 
night. 

The garrison was battling desper- 
ately in an attempt to stem the 
several German divisions and heavy 
tanks hammering at the northern 
fortifications, 

“Our warriors are defending with 
their own bodies every yard of 
Soviet land,” Pravda's dispatch from 
the front said. 


COST 18 HEAVY 

Axis forces concentrated the main 
weight of their attack on the nor- 
thern sector, trying to 
through to the city, but in every 
sector fighting was on an unpre- 
cedented scale. 

A dispatch to Pravda, the 
Communist party newspaper, said 
that the Russians threw back 
eight successive attacks in the 
southern sector in fighting which 
cost the Germans thousands of 
men.

WIDE MINE FIELD 

The German announcement of 
new mining claimed that the entire 
outer sea from southwestern Nor- 
way northeastern Denmark 
would be mined to a width of from 
120 to 75 miles so as to close the 
Skagerrak. 

The mine field is to extend 120 
miles from the Lister Light, on the 
southwest Norway coast, to the

On April 27th the voters of Canada 
were asked to say by ballot: “Are you in 
favor of releasing the Government from 
any obligation arising out of any past 
commitments restricting the methods of 
raising men for military service?” 

The language was simple, the question 
plain. The voters were not asked to say 
whether they wanted conscription to re- 
place voluntary enlistment. They were 
asked to restore the liberty of parliament 
to use such methods of raising men as the 
circumstances might require. Legally, 
parliament always had that power, but 
its freedom of action had been gompro- 
mised by election pledges given by the 
leaders of both major political parties. The 
voters were asked to cancel these pledges; 
that and nothing more. 

They did so, by a vote of two to one 
the Dominion over. The expression of the 
public will was clear and emphatic. Par- 
Jiament was told to employ such methods 
as seemed necessary, regardless of the 
election pledges. 

7 * * . 

On Wednesday of last week the Prime 
Minister invited parliament to implement 
this mandate from the voters. The only 
action necessary to that end is to repeal 
Section Three of the National Resources 
Mobilization Act. This Section says: “The 
powers conferred by the next preceding 
section may not be exercised for the pur- 
pose of requiring persons to serve in the 
military, naval or air forces outside of 
Canada and the territorial waters there- 
of.” 

The “next preceding section” gave to 
the Government power to conscript per- 
sons, services and property “for securing 
the public safety, the defence of Canada, 
the maintenance of public order, or the ef- 
ficient prosecution of the war’. Conscrip- 
tion, alike of persons and property, is 
already in force. Section Three is the 
only restriction as to how it shall be em- 
ployed. 

The removal of this restriction is nec- 
essary if the will of the voters is to be 
carried into effect. Its repeal would do 
nothing more, nothing less, and nothing 
different, than give legal effect to the 
verdict from the plebiscite. It is not a 
question of introducing conscription; that 
is already the law of the land. The propo- 
sal is simply that of striking out the re- 
striction which parliament placed upon it- 
self and which the voters said it could re- 
move with their consent and approval. 

* * . 

A group of members of the House of 
Commons representing constituencies in 
Quebec have taken the ground that par- 
liament should ignore this popular man- 
date and refuse to repeal Section Three. 
But they are not the only ones opposing 
the repeal of the Section. The New Dem- 
ocracy members and the C.C.F. members 
are also opposing the repeal motion, 
though for other reasons. 

Whether these members recognize the 
fact or not, they all stand on common 
ground in refusing to accept the decision 
of the majority and in attempting to frus- 
trate the working of the democratic prin- 
ciple of government. Democratic proce- 
dure has never been followed more rigid- 
ly than in dealing with this matter. The 
Prime Minister has incurred censure even 
to the point of abuse in eight of the nine 
provinces because he refused to use the 
strength of majority power in an arbitrary 
manner. He has followed step by step the 
course dictated by the principle that the 
majority must rule but should not rule 
tyrannically, What he now proposes is 
what the voters have by direct action said 
parliament should do; nothing more, less 
or different. 

e e * ° 

Just twenty-five years ago the parlia- 
ment of Canada faced a similar situation 
—also on the issue of conscription for 
oversea service. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, lead- 
ing the opposition, urged that the ques- 
tion be submitted to the electors at a pleb- 
iscite, and said: “When the consultation 
with the people has been had, when the 
verdict has been pronounced, § pledge my 
word, my reputation, that to the verdict, 
such as it is, every man will submit, and I 
claim to speak at least so far as is con- 
cerned the province (Quebec) from which 
JT come”~. 

Hon, Rodolphe Lemieux, second only 
to Sir Wilfrid in representing French- 
Canadian sentiment, said: “If a referen- 


dum is taken, whether it goes for or 
against conscription, the French-Cana- 
dians ... will abide by the verdict of the 


majority ... will obey the law and fight 
the battles of Canada as valiantly as their 
fellowmen of a different race and a differ- 
ent creed”, 

These were the voices of democracy. 
They pledged French-Canadians to accept 
the known will of the majority, and 
asked only that the voters be given an op- 
portunity to declare their will. 

. . - 


On this occasion the voters have been 
consulted, the issue fully and freely dis- 
cussed, and the verdict rendered. It is 
that the Government shall be freed of 
“any obligation arising out of any past 
commitments restricting the methods of 
raising men for military service”. 

Section Three is the only restriction 
upon these methods. If it is repealed the 
Government will be as free in the matter 
of raising men for military service as 
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though the compromising election pledges 
had never been given and never translated 
into law. 

Against this straightforward action 
the Quebec followers of Mr. Cardin, the 
New Democracy members, and the C.C.F. 
members have set themselves. The Car- 
din group say the section should not be 
repealed on any account. The others say 
—by a proposed amendment—that it 
should not be repealed unless on terms 
and conditions made by themselves—on 
which terms and conditions the voters 
have not pronounced. 


This difference in the viewpoints of 
the opposing groups is immaterial. They 
are all against carrying out the plain man- 
date that came from the voters, Explana- 
tions and professions do not affect the 
fact that they are defying the will of the 
majority. When the division bells ring 
only votes will count. If the Cardin Que- 
bec group, the New Democracy group and 
the C.C.F. group can muster enough votes, 
the proposal to repeal Section Three will 
be defeated; the verdict from the plebis- 
cite nothwithstanding. 


We'll Be On The Spot 


Edmonton people on Sunday afternoon 
are to undergo a test, as to,how diligently 
they have studied the Air Raid Precautions 
booklet, and also as to how willing they 
are to co-operate with the military authori- 
ties in protecting their own lives and 
property. 

Precisely what is going to happen the 
public are not informed, That is part of 
the test, a necessary part, If everyone 
knew what to expect, everyone would find 
out in advance what to do to meet the 
particular circumstances — and perhaps 
pay little attention to the precautions in 
general, % 

It is to be supposed the public will 
interest themselves in the raid, and learn 
to do by doing the things which would 
make for their safety should a real attack 
some day occur.

1892 —50 Years Ago 


“ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE LAND OFFICE” 
Continued From Yesterday 

The first intimation anyone had of the pro- 

posed move was seeing the books loaded on the 

drays. Ina few minutes an angry crowd of citi- 


‘zens had gathered around the office, while the 


alarm was sent all over town. 

While the crowd was gathering the nuts were 
taken off the wagon axles and the horses un- 
hitched so that the stuff already loaded could 
not be moved. 

In a very short time not less than 200 men 
were around the land office demanding to know 
why the promises made so definitely by the 
government were being broken and their inter- 
ests so wantonly attacked. 

Mr. Anderson drove to the police barracks 
for assistance, and two policemen arrived 
promptly on the scene, but under the circum- 
stances were unable to do anything as they 
could not move the wagons without horses, and 
other horses were not to be had. 

Telegrams were sent to all members of the 
cabinet, to Davis, Davin, Macdowall, Senators 
Lougheed, Girard and Sir Donald A. Smith, 
stating the facts of the case and demanding an 
explanation, 

A mass metting of citizens was assembled in 
front of the Jand office about eight o'clock. Four 
teams from the south side arrived, having been 
telephoned for by Mr. Anderson. 

The horses were taken from the wagons by 
the crowd and the drivers informed that they 
must not interfere, Finally horses and wagons 
were driven across the river and tied up on the 
other side. 

Theres was some slight disturbance while this 
was going on, but nothing serious occurred, The 
meeting was addressed by Mayor McCauley, 
who put a series of resolutions which were car- 
ried unanimouusly, with cheers for the resolu- 
tions and groans for the land agent.

of the phonograph lived in Or- 
ange, New Jersey, to a ripe old 
age. 

Several young men, students 
from all parts, used to go to visit 
him; and on one of these oc- 
ecasions, he handed them a 
questionnaire and one of) them 
was, “What is a hundred acres 
of good farm land worth in 
Towa?” 

It is an old adage that “great 
men are not always wise.” And 
Edison was one of the greatest 
among the great, but this ques- 
tion shows that he was a poor 
hand at putting a question, as 
he did not state how far out 
from town the land was— 
whether in the hail belt or not 
and whether he meant the land 
with some improvements on it 
or just the bare land, the earth 
spot in its natural raw condition. 
Nor whether it was near a good 
road or to a school—or how far 
one would have to dig down to 
get water, or whether it was near 
a river; all of which conditions it 
is necessary to know before one 
could answer his question. 

But if he had asked, “Just how | 
would you calculate the value of 
one hundred acres of good land, 
as good as is in Iowa, the earth 
spot, in its natural condition—no 
improvements on it—its value to| 
the man who gets on it, labors it 
and makes a success of his busi- 
ness in doing so?”—then there 
would have been some sense to 
his query. 

Then one of the young men 
could have replied, “Why Mr.| 
Edison if you or I or anyone else | 
got on that land, we would have 
to be able to see, first, wages for 
our work and then interest on} 
the money value of the capital | 
or equipment needed to produce | 
from it the wealth or product out | 
of it—such equipment consisting | 
of horses, machinery, needed out 
buildings, fencing, breaking, 
ete, etc.—all such being needed | 
in the carrying on process, And 
so, that good land would not be 
worth one cent an acre, unless | 
the product were sufficient to) 
allow both wages and interest to} 
the actual dirt farmer. 

Now, Mr. Edison, ask us an-) 
other, but remember that land 
is the most deceiving kind of 
property; and to get at the actual | 
money value of it, to the man) 
who wishes to live on it and 
labor it requires the most care- 
ful thinking. 

Land is used for a thousand 
and one purposes and landed 
property is a far different thing 
from property in machinery or 
horses or crops and requires the

In short, the meeting between 
the two indubitably presages 
some major unfolding of the 
larger war plan. 


Second Front 


There is a disposition to believe 
that Mr. Churchill's visit has 
something to, do with the open- 
ing of a second front in Europe. 

This conjecture arises from the 
fact that the meeting occurs so 
shortly after the signing of the 
mutual assistance pacts with 
Russia, It is believed Russia has 
asked for a second front and that 
Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt 
are to discuss ways and means of 
giving it to her, 

While this topic will doubtless 
be dealt with at the conference, 
I am extremely doubtful that it 
is the major item on the agenda. 

On the matter of the invasion 
of Germany, the two nations are 
entirely agreed in principle. Both 
Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt 
have said publicly that this in- 
vasion will occur just as soon as 
the equipment and men are 
ready. The venture undoubtly 
has the sanction of the people of 
all allied countries. 

There can be no possible acad- 
emic or political difficulty in- 
volved, 

Why, then, should Mr. 
Churchill, a tremendously busy 
man, come all the way from Lon- 
don to Washington to discuss a 
matter that needs only the col- 
laboration of military leaders and 
technical experts?

A new automatic weapon 
which Britain is producing in 
huge quanties is getting each 
week 30,000 gun-sights and 20,- 
000 other parts from a factory in 
South London which in peacetime 
sent millions of Coronation and 
Jubilee medals all over the do- 
minions. 

At first the production of the 
new weapon was held up by a 
shortage of extruded bars of 
mild steel from which the parts 
were cut and machined into 
shape. When the medal makers 
were called in they demonstrated 
how they could stamp out the 
parts in exactly the same way 
as they had produced medals 
since 1840 using ordinary strips 
of mild steel which is easily ob- 
tainable.

Thoug ht Likely 
In New Budget 


By R. K. CARNEGIE 

OTTAWA, June 20—(CP)—Fin- 
ance Minister J. L. Isley intends 
to bring down his budget next 
Tuesday and word has gone out 
that he will hold the taxing por- 
tion open until a few hours be- 
fore he delivers his speech in 
the House of Commons, 

The general feeling is that the 
minister will insist on increasing 
the nationa} yevenue to help pay 
for the war. The most likely places 
he will turn to get money are con- 
sidered to be the various taxes on 
incomes and profits. 

Isley will give no intimation of 
what he intends to do, but domes- 
tic developments since the war be- 
gan limit the field from which he 
can draw further revenue. ° 


POSSIBLE SOURCES 
There is considerable conjecture, 


that: 

Individual and corporation in- 
come taxes may be increased, parti- 
cularly in the higher brackets; 

Q—Increased revenue may be 
sought from the National Defence 
tax, now five per cent for married 
persons and seven per cent for 
single persons; 

$—Excess profits may go higher; 

4-—There may be heavier taxes 
on liquor, soft drinks, transporta. 
tion, and amusements 


The problem controling the min- 


ister is how to increase the taxation 
without increasing the cost of living. 
It is generally agreed the most 
powerful factor in the fight against 
inflation is keeping wages at the 
present levels and this, it is con- 
tended, would not be possible if the 
budget increased living costs 


With this in view the minister 
is not expected to find much 


additional revenue from the tar- 
iff, for any increase would in- 
crease the cost of living. The 
same argument would apply to 
the eight per cent sales tax, the 
10 per cent war exchange tax on 
all goods imported from other 
than empire countries and the 
tax on*sugar. 

Special manufacturers’ taxes on 
automobiles and a long list of other 
items might be increased, but the 
sales on all these have been great- 
ly curtailed and the increases 
would Not bring in much addi- 
tiana!l revenue, it is contended. 

The excise duties on liquors, beer, 
cigars, cigarettes may be further 
increased, The Ontario government 
sought to increase liquor prices 
some years ago and there was such 
a drop in sales the profits fell off 
instead of being increased. As a 
result prices were put’ back to the 
old levels. However, money is more 
plentiful in the country now than 
it was then and Mr, Isley may de- 
cide the traffic can stand an addi- 
tiona] tax. 

‘The soft drink tax may he in- 
creased but the curtailment in the 
amount of this commodity which 
manufacturers sre permitted to 
preduce may discourage the min- 
ister from increasing the tax.

In New Haven, Connecticut, for 
instance, the Girl Scouts did such 
an excellent job in converting their 
station wagon into a fully equipped 
mobile canteen on 24 hours’ notice 
that the Red Cross is now using it 
for demonstration purpose

Medal Awards

of Ottawa since his appointment to 
the board in 1919. Dr. Gisborne, for- 
mer dominion fe.iiamentary coun- 
sel, recently retired as honorary do- 
minion counsel of the Scout asso- 
ciation, after serving 25 years in 
that capacity. The Hon. Mr, Justice 
W. H. Harrison, K.C., D.SO,, of 
Saint John, N.B., was named as Dr. 
Gisborne's successor at the recent 
annual meeting of the Scout asso- 
ciation. The latter will continue in 
the ch®irmanship of the Dominion 
Medal Board. 


Campero Served 
As Statesman 
And Soldier 


Statesman, soldier, lawyer. Nar- 
ciso Campero ranks among Bolivia's 
most able leaders. Born in Tojo, 
Department of Tarija, Oct. 29, 1813, 
his career is one of service to his 
country, finally culminating in his 
election to the presidency. 

Campero, who was honored phila- 
telically by his government in the 
1902 stamp above, received a law

degree from the University of 
Chuquigaca at the age of 24. He 
gave up the practice of law, how- 
ever, for a military career. 

He fought as an officer in the 
Boliviaf' army in numerous revolu- 
tions as well as wars against Ar- 
gentina (1838) and Peru (1841). He 
entered diplomatic service in 1945 
in the Bolivian Legation at Madrid. 
He was attached to the French 
army as military observer, saw ser- 
vice in Africa. 

Campero returned to his country 
to become governor of the Depart- 
ment of Potosi, reached the rank 
of general in the army in 1865 but 
was forced into exile by the tyrant 
Melgarejo. 

In 1871 he returned to Bolivia, 
became secretary of war, then min- 
ister to France and England, and 
finally, in 1880, president of the 
republic. His regime was generally 
successful, although he was faced 
with many difficult problems. He 
died Aug. 11, 1896.

There once was a time when any 
young girl who was both thin and 
pale, was certain that she had ane- 
mia, But now we know that not all 
thin people are anemic, and not all 
pale people are suffering from this 
disease, The day of taking pink pills 
for pale people is over. 

It is impossible to determine 
whether anemia is presént or not 
by merely looking at the patient. 
The only way to tell is to examine 
some of the blood under a micro: 
scope. When blood is healthy it has 
over 5,000,000 red blood cells and 
about 7,500 white blood cells per 
cubic millimetre, and 
should have a definite amount of 
redness caused by the hemoglobin in 
the red blood corpuscles, The red- 
ness of the hemoglobin is caused by 
iron pigments. You can réalize how 
important this hemoglobin is to the 
health when you understand that it 
carries the oxygen from the lungs 
to all parts of the body. When the 
percentage of hemoglobin falls. be- 
low 90, the body cannot obtain 
enough oxygen. 

A lot of people think that since 
hemoglobin is made from an iron 
compound, all that is necessary to 
increase the amount of hemoglobin 
is to eat more iron, As a matter of 
fact, foods which contain iron are 
very numerous, and most of them 
are common foods found in an ordi- 
nary diet. In those who do not have 
enough hemoglobin it seéms that 
something has happened to the 
body's ability to use the iron that 
is present in the food. Only about 
.002 of an Ounce of fron is required 
by the body daily and as iron is 


| abundant in lettuce, spinach, orange 


juice, milk, bran flakes, eggs, dried 
apricots, prunes, beef, almonds, figs, 
dates, raisins, and nearly all fruits 
and vegtables you will see that the 
average diet contains a sufficient 
amount of this valuable mineral. 
The body's ability to assimilate 
the iron in food can be greatly in- 
creased by a fruit fast accompanied 
by such héalth-building measures as 
fresh air sunbaths, and exercise. If 
One follows this method a great im- 
provement in both the number of 
red blood celis and the color or 
hemoglobin can be noticed. In fact, 
the various forms of anemia, includ- 
ing pernicious and secondary, usual- 
ly yield in a spectacular manner to 
a simple commonsense form of 
treatment. Sometimes the rate of 
recovery is almost unbelievable. 
For example, with an orange juice 
fast it is often possible to see an 
immediate improvement in the red 
blocd cells. It seems that the toxins 
which were responsible for the ane- 
mic condition are absorbed and 
eliminated and as the blood becomes 
cleaner and healthier it is able to 
increase both in the number of red 
blood cells and the percentage of 
color, I have yet to see a case where 
this improvement did not take place. 
Tn cases of secondary anemia,

THEIR LONELINESS 

I think it is easy to understand | 
the fundamental loneliness in the| 
life of the men who find their way 
of living so completely changed. 
Our boys have been individualists 
all their lives. They have had their 
own rooms their own books, their 
own treasures, and largely made 
their own choices. They came and 
went at will. Now they have given 
up all this by an act of their own 
volition, but that does not keep 
them from being lonely and often 
depressed. It is not easy to relin- 
quish hopes and ambitions and lay 
aside plans for that intangible thing 
which we call love of country. 

There is no doubt that the patri- 
otic societies—the Y.W.C.A,, Salva- 
tion Army and others—do much to 
make the soldiers’ life more endur- 
able. But there is nothing quite like 
receiving personal gifts and letters 
from someone to whom you are not 
just a soldier but a particular and 
precious human being.

NOT ENCOURAGING 

In the church to which I belong 
a real effort was made when a camp 
was opened near the Church to get| 
the boys to come to Sunday night} 
socials, with coffee and cake and 
singing and games.

One 
soldier explained; "We like to be 


asked out as individuals,” he said, 
frankly, ‘not in groups. It’s a great 
treat to get clear away from sol- 
diering and see people who are not 
in unitorms. We get tired looking 
at each other.” 

The other woman to whom I 
spoke had heard the broadcast too 
and she said that there were a few 
things she would like to tell the 
broadcaster. 

“A soldier does not overstay his 
leave, get drunk and wind up in 
C.B. because his Aunt Mary has not 
sent him a mocha cake or a shaving 
brush, or even because his mother 
or sisters-have neglected him for a 
while. He goes off the tracks when 
his girl or his wife throws him 
down, They are the people who 
cause all the problems, and the 
trouble doesn't start just there. 
There is too much easy love mak- 
ing in beer parlors, where the boys 
meet the wrong kind of girls—the 
kind that are out to get the soldiers’ 
money—and too many marriages on 
impulse. That's where the trouble 
begins. We haven't enough co- 
hesion among the good citizens or 
we could create a sentiment against 
these places. In fact I think our 
whole system of education fails to 
give the young people any guid- 
ance in the matter of courtship. In 
the High Schools now they give 
lectures to the girls on makeup and 
posture and charm, but on the vital |, 
questions of courtship and marriage, 
they are left to the movies and 
Dorothy Dix, and unfortunately the 
people who need Dorothy's good ad- 
vice do not read her column, I think 
people who are thinking of getting 
married should see each other's 
families and spend some time with 
them. Not when they are all pol- 
ished up for company, but just on 
an ordinary Monday morning whén 
someone forgot to put out the milk 
bottles and *the two younger chil.

the laundry man is waiting at the 
kitchen door.” 


WAR MARRIAGES 

“Yes, I do believe in war mar- 
riages,” she said, in answer to my 
question, “My parents were mar- 
ried in 1915, and I know that my 
mother worked to make her mar- 
riage a success. Her letters meant 
something to my dad and they went 
regularly, one a week. He depend- 
ed on them. She kept him inform- 
ed on what was happening here in 
Canada, for. one of the things she 
sent him were the editoria] pages 
of the Montreal Witness every week 
and she sent him clippings of 
poems, snapshots, and cartoons and 
parcels.

Their 
hearta‘were with their children all 
the time that they drove the reap- 
ers, and for that reason outside 
“work was hard on women, It wore 
them down and shortened their 
days because their minds were dis- 
turbed, but it didn’t change them. 

No, matter what women do, their 
minds are still with their children 
if they have young children; and 
every young woman looks forward 
to a time when she will have a 
home of her own. The care of the 
race hag been laid on women and 
a heavy burden it is, added to their 
other work. Many times it seems 
unfair—I am not saying it is fair— 
I am only saying it is true, and that 
no woman can escape her share of 
this responsibility, 


NEGLECTING WORK 


If the men in the forces are left 
without letters, and I do not doubt 
the words of the broadcaster, we 
will have to admit that women are 
neglecting part of their work, and a 
part of their work which is really 
a high privilege.

The _ reasons 
for such be- 
havior are not 
hard to find. 
It's also the par-

ent'’s marked tendency to say “No”, 


or “Stop that”, to the child who has 
just become cognizant of a thou- 
sand desires to do things, most of 
which are disapproved by the par- 
ent. 

The child wants to stay awake, 
the mother says hé must have a 
nap. He isn't hungry but his 
mother says it is time to eat. He'd 
like to run his legs off investigat- 
ing his fascinating environment and 
doing the things he sees everyone 
else doing. But no, as soon as he 
takes a step, touches a table, 4 
puts an object to his mouth he is 
stopped by @ slap or a frenzied 
“Put that down,” or is hustled back 
into his bed or his pen. There is 
one thing he can 40, though. He 
can cry, No one can stop him 
from doing that, even if he is 
epanked for jt. And you may be 
sure that he does cry and cry! 

We cannot expect, no matter how 
vigilant, to prevent a child from 
acting, from learning by investiga- 
tion, from fulfilling some of his 
new-felt desires. Then why not be 
sensible and embark on a course of 
“allowing” instead of disapproving 
and forbidding? Allow the child 
every possible freedom to act, 80 
long as his acts are not actively 
dangerous to himself. Put break- 
able objects out of reach, pen up a 
harmless corner of a room, but give 
him space to run and objects to 
haridle and let him begin the task 
of learning how to do what he sees 
us doing—turning on water, lighting 
stoves, opening ice boxes, opening 
drawers, taking out objects from 
cupboards, Learning how is not 
mischief and never will be. It is 
prohibition, followed by sure dis- 
obedience which creates so much 
griet for the child and his parent. 

Children allowed lots of freedom 
soon learn to control themselves in 
situations which are taboo. The hab- 
it of saying “Yes, you can,” instead 
of “No, you can't,” is the influence 
toward a good disposition instead of 
an angry, thwarted, antagonistic 
one marked by the child’s tendency 
to become a chronic cry-baby.

Quebec Seen As 
No Barrier To

DRUMMONDVILLE, Que. 
‘June 20.—(CP)—President Alex 
Walker of the Canadian Legion 


told the Quebec provincial com- 
mand of the Legion last night that 
“the Legion repudiates the state- 
ment that Canada is unable to 
wage ‘total war’ because of the 
reluctance or unwillingness of the 
province of Quebec.” 

“To my certain knowledge, there 
are no gréater nor more fervent 
patriots in al] Canada than citizens 
of Quebec,” Mr, Walker said, “I 
am convinced that with the assur- 
ance of fair and equitable divisions 
of the burden, that Quebec citizens 
are ready to join in all necessary 
measures for the annihilation of 
Nazism.” 


PROVINCIAL MEET 

Speaking at the 15th provincial 
convention of the Quebec command 
of the Legion, Mr. Walker said that 
the Legion repudiation of the idea 
that Quebec’s attitude made total 
war impossible was made in a “total 
war” brief presented to Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King by the Legion 
last fall. 

“Only total war can defeat total 
war,” he said “Our call for total 
war, presented to Mr. King, repre- 
sents the views of not Only 350,000 
veterans of the First Great War, but

Men who have seen villages, towns and cities devastated 
by bomb and shell-fire, members of the Veterans’ Volunteer 
Reserve are among those taking a leading part in air raid, 
precautions work in this city. Veterans of the Great War of 
1914-1918, members of the V.V.R. will act in full knowledge 


St. John Group 
Gives Training 
-Air Raid Work 


Taking a leading part in the air 
raid precautionary work in this 
city are members of St. John 
Ambulance Association and the 
St. John Brigade. The classes in 
first aid and other medical in- 


oe 


struction carried on under the St. 
John banner in peace time, have 
been expanded to meet the re- 
quirements and exigencies of war. 
First aid, home nursing, anti-gas 
groups, rescue crews and stretcher 
bearers are trained. 

In this work they will train inside 
and outside staffs of 20 first aid 
posts in first aid requirements. They 
will give intensive training to quali- 
fied members and refresher courses 
for first aid workers. 

First aid is directed by the St. 
Joon Ambulance association which 
is the teaching body, The St. John 
brigade embraces the active mem- 
bership of men and women quali- 
fied in first aid. 

HEAD OF GROUP 

President of the provincial council 
fs Julian Garrett while E. C. Em- 
mott is president of the Edmonton 
centre. They recently returned from 
a conference in Ottawa on ARP 
work. Mr. Emmott says that the set- 
up here is almost uniform with that 
of Canadian cities across the 
dominion. 

Dr. G. M. Little, Edmonton's 
medical health officer, is the as- 
sistant provincial commissioner of 
the brigade. The woman superin- 
tendent is Miss Helen Burns and 
the ambulance divisional superin- 
tendent, A. W. Allbright. 


FIRST AID CLASSES 

‘'o further the efficiency of the 
ARP set-up, first aid’ classes are 
being provided for air raid wardens, 
staffs of first aid posts and co- 
operating organizations such as the 
Veterans’ Volunteer Reserve and 
Boy Scouts 

The aim is to teach all workers 
connected with the ARP scheme the 
rudiments of first aid. Even Boy 
Scouts who volunteer as messengers 
at the posts will be given a refresher 
course. These boys have won their 
badges for first aid in their troop 
work, 

Likewise, while many of the 
V.V.R. members have a working 
knowledge of first aid, they will 
brush up their studies. 
THOROUGH COURSE 

Workers who may care for victims | 
in a raid will be given a thorough 
course in first aid or nursing. 

From the Alberta Women’s Ser- 
vice Corps about 30 young women 
will be among those preparing to 
handle phones at first aid posts. 

Some of these already have had 
anti-gas training, some first aid. 
Any desiring first aid work to bet- 
ter fit them for an emergency will 
be given that opportunity. 
ESSENTIAL KNOWLEDGE 

Dr. Little has stated it is essen- 
tial all workers in ARP work should 
know the elementary essentials of 
first aid. 

Working under the direction of 
Dr, Little, Superintendent Allbright 
of the brigade says war workers 
and the public generally should 
know the rudiments of first aid at 
least. It is quite essential to know 
what to do first as it is to know 
what not to do, he says. 

FOUR RULES 

Here are four elementary rules 

that all should learn, as listed by 


Mr. Allbright: 

1, Learn to check bleeding 

29. Know how to apply artificial 
respiration e 


3. Learn to steady a fracture and 
probably prevent a simple fracture 
being made into a compound one. 

4. Ascertain how to {reat shock 
In accident cases shock is one of the 
serious factors that the surgeon and, 
physician has to overcome. 

One of the classes that is getting 
attention in this elementary work 
of first aid is composed of air raid 
wardens. This is a short course de- 
signed to acquaint the wardens with 
immediate care of a victim 
ELEMENTARY COURSE 

Workers attached to first ald sta~ 
tions who may have occasion to as- 
sist in carrying stretchers or moving 


injured persons, will also receive 
the eleventary course 
Later, it is planned to give the 


wardens training in anti-gas work, 
Waiting to take up the task is a 
corps of 16 qualified instructors, 
all carrying certificates of St. John 
Ambulance association in anti-gas 
training. 

RESCUE WORK 

Rescue work is another and more 
difficult phase of ARP training. To 
qualify as instructors in this, the 
St. John Ambulance has 20 mem- 
bers here now in training. 

Four teams of five men are hard 
at work under the tutelage of G. W. 
Brooks, provincial mine rescue 
superintendent under the work- 
men's compensation board 

They are being given training in| 


of what they are up against. 

Whether it is a test alert, or 
a genuine raid, the men of the 
V.V.R. will be on the job, cool 
and collected and will give as- 
sistance to all. 

Augmented by auxiliary workers 
the Veterans’ Volunteer Reserve 
has been giving the task of pro- 
viding wardens. These “old-sol- 
diers,” anxious to do something to 
help the war effort, are helping in 
many ways to make raid precau- 
tions here as efficient and well or- 
ganized as possible. 

ORIGINAL PURPOSE 

The Veterans’ Volunteer Reserve 
was organized to combat subvers- 
ive activity and to assist police in 
the event of sabotage or threats 
from fifth columnists. Long train- 
ing in rifle shooting and fieldcraft 
has enabled the soldiers to “brush 
up” on practical training they re- 
ceived in the First Great War of 
1914-1918. 

Each member of the air raid 
committee in Edmonton is respons- 
ible for the organization of his de- 
partment and for the complete co- 
ordination of all its services with 
those of other departments. 
RESPONSIBILITIES 

The warden department is re- 
sponsible for the organization and 
the instruction’ of the entire civil- 
ian population, residential and in- 
dustrial. In an emergency, it takes 
over complete contro] of all civil- 
ians and their activities. 

The V.V.R. and auxiliary war- 
dens have distributed thousands of 
pamphlets for use of citizens in 
preparation for an _air-attack. 
They also have made a house-to- 
house canvass of equipment and 
facilities in every home. 

The entire warden department 
is under the direction of Capt. A. 
J. Huff and operated by the North 
and South Edmonton battalions of 
the Veterans’ Volunteer Reserve 
and auxiliary wardens. 

The city has been divided into 
ane eer ny SEER chceetvnentes ie Stee oth 
the use of all types of gas masks. 
The training is rigorous, including 
digging for persons under piles of 
debris, removing them from under 
cars or high buildings, while wear- 
ing masks specified for the occasion. 
This is often carri€d on in the dark- 
ness. The “patients” bear tags speci- 
fying injuries and proper treatment 
of such cases must be given. 

All of the men taking the rescue 
training are members of the as- 
sociation or of the St. John ARP 
reserve. 


COMPILED LISTS 


Wardens on their recent rounds 
of visits to city homes compiled lists 
of persons experienced in first aid 
work and of persons willing to train. 
As a result of this more new classes 
are being set up. 

Initial plans of ARP set-up pro- 
vided at least one experienced first- 
aider on each team of five men, To 
provide training for other members 
of the teams, the St. John body is 
planning classes to include these as 
an early objective. 

Linked with this program is the 
work of the women’s nursing di- 
vision, which aims to increase the 
number of women with a knowledge 
of home nursing. This would pro- 
vide for a _ possible shortage of 
trained nurses.

Each sector 
has its own warden's post, which 


is under a sector chief warden and} 


his deputy and manned by a staff 
of air raid wardens and other 
workers, 

Each warden’s post is responsible 
for the protection ‘of all life and 
property within that sector. In an 
emergency, the warden’s post con- 


trols all civilians present in the 
sector and regulates their activ- 
ities. 


Only through the warden and the 
warden's post can anyone receive 
medical aid or assistance from the 
police, fire department or from 
amy of the utilities. 


ATTACHED TO CONTROLS 

Every sector is attached to one of 
20 district controls called first aid 
posts, 

In an emergency, each sector 
must be treated as an isolated com- 
munity which has voluntarily 
placed itself under the complete 
contro] of the sector chief warden. 

Every sector in turn is divided 


into warden patrols, with either an]: 


air raid warden or V.V.R. assigned 
to each patrol. The warden in your 
district will wear either a V.V.R 
armband or an air raid warden 
armband. 


Homes Should Have. 
First Aid Kit-Bag 


Every home should be equipped | 
with first aid materials in case of 
an air raid. Here are the sugges- 
tions offered by the St. John Am- | 


bulance Brigade for equipment | 
needed in every home. | 
There should be: 
1. A roll of cotton. 
2. Bandages: one-, two- and | 


three-inch. 

3. Triangular bandages. 

4. Ordinary gauze dressings in 
various sizes. They can be bought 
already prepared. 

5. Rubber gloves. 

6. Adhesive tape. 

7. A bottle of antiseptic 
8. Eye-glass and dropper. 
9. Fine camel's-hair brush, to 
remove any foreign particles 
lodged in the eyes. 

10. Boracic powder for burns. 

11. Unscented soap and _nail- 
brushes to keep hands clean. 

12. Safety pins and scissors. 

13. Tourniquet. 

14, Hot water bottle

MONTHEAL, June 20—Close to 
700 tons of steel, to be conserved 
in the construction of 750 freight 
box cars to be built for the Cana- 
Gian Pacific Railway Company, 
will go into the pool of essential 
metal, currently employed in the 
Canadian war effort. 

These “Victory cars” soon to be 
in Operation throughout company 
lines, follow the design for victory 
prominent in other Canadian 
Pecific activities, 

The experiment by the C.P.R. to 
teplace much-needed metal, here- 
tofor used to provide outside panels 
for box cars, has resulted jn the 
successful substitution of Canadian 
wood, which, according to H. B. 
Bowen, chigf of motive power and 
rolling stock, has withstood toughest 
lesig and has proved highly satis- 
factory. 


VICTORY MOTIF 


thick, has been employed by com- 
pany designers to replace the 4-10" 
thick steel sheeting formerly used, 
and the intentional, experimental 
hard-handling of a sample car in 
local C.P.R. freight yards has 
Proved the new victory motif ample 
as well as advantageous. 

Substitution of wood for metal 
has reduced the net weight of steel 
required for each freight box car 
by approximately 1,800 pounds. By 
this token, the car is capable of 
transporting additional weight in 
freight. It is estimated therefore, 
that the 750 cats undergoing con- 
struction for the C.P.R, railway, and 
employing Canadian plywood in- 
stéad of steel, will be able to dis- 
tribute 700 extra tons of freight 
weight per trip, including the de- 
livery of vital war orders.
